WHY SHOULD YOU? 


People in trouble with the law need help and understanding 
and the acceptance and friendship of people like you. 
Above all it is important to them to know that somebody 
outside of their immediate circle of friends really cares. 
You may well be that special person whose influence is the 
turning point in the life of another human being. 


WHO IS THE OFFENDER? 


The majority of men and women in the ministry's care are 
between 16 and 25 years of age. They are often in need of a 
great deal of support and assistance. Perhaps the most 
important thing to remember is that the offender could be 
anyone at all who has failed in some area to meet the 
demands and pressures of modern day living. You can help 
him as he tries to meet the expectations of society.
